COBLENZ — Nine hundred 
and 


,hirty one officers and enlisted men 
of tho third United States army 
iave been assessed approximately 
!7,000 francs to reimburse a French 
S.ilway company for the 
loss of 
/175 bottles of champagne which 
disappeared near Toul last Decem- 
>er. 
Findings of an army boara 


which had the case in hand for sev- 
eral months were announced recent- 
y. 


The officers and men, all from the 


army 'of occupation were on their 
way to an army school at Cbatillon- 
Sur- Seine, travelling by special 
;rain and, according to testimony 
before the board the champagne dis. 
appeared one night soon after thtt 
Americans arrive din Toul., While 
a number of French soldiers were 
also involved, testimony at the hear- 
ing did not bring out just who dis- 
covered'the freight car loaded with 
wine nor who were the first individ- 
uals .to start handing out the bot- 
tles- 
The contention of the railway offi- 


cials -was that the wine had. been 
drunk by the soldiers and that the 
Americans had had a hand in the 
affair and so the board decided to 
pro-rate the cost of the champagne 
among all the Americans on the 
train according to their pay allow- 
ances.

ORGANIZATION AND BY-LAWS 


For Employees' Committee 


1. An Employees' Committee shall be elected in harmony 


with the guarantee set forth in the award of the National War 
Labor Board. 


2. Said Committee shall consist of three members: One 


member to be chosen from each of the three electoral Divi- 
sions of the plant, which divisions are to be determined by the 
individual who actually conducts the election. 


3. The Employees' of each defined Electoral Division pre- 


sent-at time of the election, shall have the privilege of an ab- 
solutely secret ballot. 


4. The Employee in each Electoral Division receiving the 


highest number of votes shall be declared elected as a member 
of said Committee. 


5. Said Committee shall have the right to negotiate by 


agreement with the management all questions of mutual in- 
terest connected with or appertaining to this^plant. 


6. The members of said Committee shall remain under the 


same rules and regulations as the other employees. 


7. No member of said Committee shall be discharged be- 


cause of any legitimate activity connected with the proper 
functions of said Committee. 


8. Said Committee is not vested with executive or admin- 


istrative powers; all matters decided in joint conference shall 
fie promptly put into effect by the management. 


9. A joint conference between said Committee arid 
the 


Management shall be held upon the day requested by either 
side, or, if for any reason this is impracticable, upon one of the 
next six business days mutually agreed upon. 


10. At any joint conference the Management may have rep- 


resentatives equal to or less in number than said committee; 
but not necessarily the same representatives at each joint con- 
ference. 


11. Any vacancy in any Committee shall be promptly filled 


by an election of the Employees of that Electoral Division 
where the vacancy occurred. 


12. In order that the spirit and intent of the award may be 


carried out it is understood that said election shall be abso- 
lutely free from outside dictation of any kind or character. 
In other words the Employees in each Electoral Department 
shall be left an absolutely free election without influence by 
the Management, any Union, or other source. Any election 
where dictation or influence from the outside is used shall be 
declared void. 


13. All rules of procedure and methods of doing business 


shall be decided at a joint conference of said Committee and 
Management. 


14. These by-laws may be amended at any time at a joint 


conference of said Committee and Management.

So far as the word is concerned, 
it is a palpable fraud upon the world. A 


small executive committee, first of ten men, 
then of five, then of four, has bean parcelling out 
the globe in sessions so secret that their closest 
associates, the members of their own delegations 
have not known what was going on. The very 
existence of this committee is the result of an 
arrogant, unauthorized assumption of power, for 
never and nowhere did the conference endow 
Messrs. Wilson, Orlando, Clemenceau, and L'.oyd 
George with the authority to transact all the 
business and come to all the decisions.

American officials who have conferred so much 
honor upon our country abroad, are to be sus- 
pected neither of pro-Germanism nor of undue 
sympathy with the enemy. They have simply 
had the prevision to see that the" Central Powers 
were the key to the European revolutionary sit- 
uation; that if Bolshevism was to be checked it 
must be checked at'the boundaries of the Cen- 
tral Powers. But others did not see this, des- 
pite ample warnings, and so Bavaria and Hun- 
gary have been communized, and a mischievous 
and vacillating Russian policy has been follow- 
ed under whicj Lenine has won one v/ctory af- 
ter another in the field of diplomacy and in that 
of arms. The fight which American 
officials 


have made at Paris to save Europe despite the 
Allies has been the one bright chapter in the dis- 
mal story of chicane, intrigue, selfish' aggression, 
and naked imperialism which has given the lie 
to most of the high-sounding phrases with which 
the Allies carried on the war, and to which the 
secrecy of the whole proceedings -has rendered 
staunch aid.

Part of Wilson 


A 


S FOR Mr. Wilson, it is not easy to describe 


exactly the part he has played. Without him 


the Peace "Conference" would have degenerated 
into an orgy of land grabbing and imperialism. 
His idealism has been the saving grace if such 
saving grace there be. He has been the only or.e 
of the Big Four who has really desired to crsata 
a better world. But the old defects of his public 
character—his unwillingness to take counsel, his 
colossal egotism, his inability to hold at any cos: 
to a principle -which he has laid down, his readi- 
ness to compromise—together with his inability 
to translate beliefs into fact and action, and his 
refusal to take either tho press or the public 
into his confidence, have forced him into tho po- 
sition of playing a lone and secret hand, and havo 
already cost him the wondrous and all but over- 
powering confidence of the plain people of Eu- 
ope which at first was his. When Mr. Wilson 
•goes so far as' to overrule a majority vote be- 
cause it does not result as he wished, he need 
expect only criticism commensurate with tho 
adoration which was his, beyond any other rr.an's, 
a few months ago. 


Yet it is-far-more than a test of the real moral 


force and character of President Wilson which 
we are witnessing. 
It '.3 a far-reaching test of 


the value of war as the creator of moral values. 
Entered into on the part of the American rublic 
with the highest idealism, and with the confident 
belief that it was to be a war to end war and to 
make the world safe for democracy, the war 
thus far has made the world less safe for de- 
mocracy than it had been at any previous period 
in modern times, and in addition has'brougli: a 
brood of actual wars and the threat of others in 
its train. The struggle is ending at Paris with 
bitterness. and hatred as ivell as with colossal 


. hypocrisy.
